He is frustrated because 
various bootleggers signing ZA callsigns 
have been giving him as QSL manager. 


Rumors that ARRL's DXCC Desk is now 
accepting certain XZ QSL cards are en- 
tirely false. Vince Thompson, KSVT, just 
returned from a visit to Burma, where he 
met with the "Number two man" and was 
told that amateur radio is strictly ver- 
boten. This came as no surprise to Vince, 
who didn't even bother to take a radio in 
with him. 


OTHER NEWS 


Perhaps the worst-kept secret of the 
year is an upcoming operation from PYO 
Peter/Paul Rocks. As the group does not 
want undue advance publicity we'll just 
say they claim to have landing and op- 
erating permission, arrangements have 
been made, and the operation is supposed 
to come off "in the next month." We 
do expect to have official word before 
they depart. 


Eric, SM@AGD, finished up at T3QCB on 
Aug 16, and left for Fanafuti, Tuvalu. 
He expects to be there 1-2 weeks, then sail 
to Nauru. Eric flew from the Fijis to 
W. Kiribati, and on board he spotted some- 
one wearing a T-shirt with "T3@BY" on the 
back. They struck up a conversation and 
Eric ended up staying at T3@BY's house and 
did his hamming from there. T3@BY is a 
new ham and appears to have contracted a 
severe case of DX Fever. 


Jim and Kirsti Smith are now operating 
from g, Malaysia, as 9M6NS and 9M6NL. Kiz- 
sti said their antennas leave a lot to be 
desired but they are doing the best they 
can, and they'll be there until Sep 15. 


3C1JA Equatorial Guinea operation by 
Alain, TR80IT, has been pushed back to 
the week beginning Sep 7. All other infor- 
mation published in Issue 152 still applies. 


JAIDNG/YI is appearing from Baghdad on 
Fridays, working mostly JA stations on 
21260 at 14302. He sometimes moves to 20 
Meters after the 15 Meter schedule. 


ARRL's DXCC Desk has three different 
pieces of paper disallowing amateur radio 
operation in Mozambique, including some 
from Bob Black, WA4SKE, who made a personal 
appeal for operating permission recently. 
There appears little chance that the cur- 
rent SM@MLL/C9 (who is fifteen years old) 
or the upcoming OH2MM/C9 operations will be 
counted for DXCC. 


A couple other Newington items while we 
are in the vicinity...that 4U1VIC at the 
Vienna International Centre won't be in 
the running for DXCC status; the rules for 
country status have changed since 4U1ITU 
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and 4UIUN joined the list. A project 
for someone, sometime, would be to com- 
pare the current rules for DXCC countries 
to the present list and see how many of 
the entities don't meet the criteria. 

By the way, the deletions of Bajo Nuevo, 
Serrana Bank, and the Saudi Arabia/Iraq 
Neutral Zone are expected to become of- 
ficial in the next couple of weeks. 


Page two of last week's issue men- 
tioned a Central American who's apparent— 
ly involved in a QSL-for-a-dollar scam. 
It is now necessary to identify the par- 
ty in question...it is TI9VVR (TI2VVR) 
and Newington is putting TI9VVR QSLs 
“on hold," that is, they will not count 
for DXCC credit until the matter is re- 
solved. 


Two minutes at the recent ARRL Board 
meeting at the National Convention per- 
tain to DX matters...one is the possibil- 
ity of instituting a "QRP" DXCC award, 
which would be non-endorsable (100 coun- 
tries and that's it). 


Another topic the Board wanted con- 
sidered was putting information on the 
League's outgoing QSL service on most 
or all of the DXCC forms and Countries 
Lists which are mailed from Newington. 
This seems like a small matter until one 
considers that the League's outgoing 
service is in direct competition with 
other QSL services which were in the mar- 
ket first. What this amounts to is that 
your tax dollars support a non-profit 
organization which gets postal-cost 
breaks enabling them to compete unfairly 
with commercial enterprises. 


Indian amateurs are using special pre- 
fixes to commemorate the "Asiad Games" 
now being held in New Delhi; one call 
heard here was VU9KMK. Another was 
VU7JNA, who we trust was not operating 
from one of the rare islands. For your 
information, the latest issue of Britain's 
magazine The Economist says that Pakistan 
is not sending any women to the Asiad 
Games. This is because there's a re- 
surgence of very fundamentalist Islamic 
thought in Pakistan. Among other features 
of this brand of Islam is the payment of 
blood money to the families of murder vic- 
tims...the price of a dead woman is one- 
half the price of a dead man. 
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FR7CG/Tromelin we have been rumoring 
to come on in August appeared on the 17th; 
he isn't saying how long the stay will be 
but it will probably be a week or less. 


It wasn't KH6JEB on Kure but rather 
KH6LW/KH7, and he appeared on the 15th 
for about a one-week stay. KH6JEB is the 
QSL manager for the operation. AH3AC is 
due on Kure for a very short stay, says he 
will work 20/15/10 on Aug 24, put up some 
antennas, and get on 40/80 on the 25th.

Following is the text of a letter sent 
August 3 by U.S. Senators Barry Gold- 
water (K7UGA) and Harrison Schmitt, to 
FCC Chairman Mark Fowler and to the six 
FCC commissioners: 


"Dear Mark: 


"On March 3, 1981, the American 
Radio Relay League (ARRL) filed a petition 
with the Commission, urging adoption of 
rules necessary to allow amateur radio 
operators access to the 10 MHz band. The 
Commission denied that petition on March 
12, 1982, on the basis that it had no auth- 
ority to act until ratification of the 
Final Acts of the World Administrative 
Radio Conference. The ARRL filed an ap- 
plication for review of that decision on 
April 4, 1982. No action has been taken 
on that application. 


"There is a very real possibility 
that the Final Acts will not be ratified 
by the Senate before Congress adjourns 
this year. Therefore, in order to provide 
amateur radio operators access to a freq- 
uency assignment that is in use for such 
purpose in over 40 countries, we strongly 
urge you to take immediate action, pur- 
suant to Section 115 of the present regu- 
lations of the International Telecommuni- 
cations Union, to provide interim opera- 
ting authority for use of the 10 MHz band."
